often for secret and sudden movements, no 
manufacturing could succeed except under a 
management which is arbitrary, highly- 
trained and able to carry out plans 
without public consultation.

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Numbering the Streets. 

Itis quite time that a definite and permanent 
system of numbering the streets was adopt- 
ed. The Common Council ‘would do a real 
service to their constituents of high and low 
degree, and of every complexion of color and 
politics, by giving the subject intelligent 
consideration. The constant changes that 
are occurring in the numbers of most of the 
streets and avenues under the present faulty 
method are puzzlesome and a fruitful source 
of inconvenience, The plan which hasbeen 
tBoroughly tested in Philadelphia is based 
upon a principle which could be here adopt- 
ed with facility, at least in regard to all the 
thoroughfares: of numerical nomenclature. 
For instance, we might begin at First- 
avenue with No. 100, and on reaching Sec- 
ond-avenue commence at once with No. 200, 
without reference tothe fact whether No. 
199 might exist before atriving there or not. 
At the Third-avenne No. 300 would be the 
initiatory figure; at Fourth-avenue No. 400, 
and so on through the whole of the avenues 
to ‘the Hudson River. Under’an arrange- 
ment of this sort it would be necessary to 
prefix “ east” to the numbers of streets cross- 
ing Avenues A, B, C and D, beginning at 
First-avenue as before, in order to distin- 
guish them. This would be rather awkward, 
but the matter could only be simplified by 
changing the names of all the avenues, call- 
ing Avenue D First-avenue, Avenue C Sec- 
ond-avenue, and soon. In the avenues the 
renumbering would be on the same princi- 
ple, No.1 beginning at First-street. The sub-

SSE 
Ventilate the Tenement-Houses. 

Five hundred thousand peoplé are crowded 
into the tenement-houses of this City. In 
the main, they are herded into apartments 
of the smallest and most inconvenient de- 
scription, falling far short of the require- 
ments of recognized sanitary laws. Physi- 
ologists assert. that each person should have at 
least fifty square feet of area and seven 
hundred cubiefeet of air space. In the ordi- 
nary tenement-houses there are only about. 
fifteen feet of ground atea and three hun- 
dred and seventeen cubic feet of air space to 
each person. Even this insufficient supply 
is materially diminished if we confine our re- 
tharks to the dormitories. Considering the 
vitiated atmésphere which the occupants of 
this sort of dwellings are forced to breathe, 
it is searcely to be wondered at that scrofa- 
‘lous and pulmonary complaints are general, 
and that the death-rate is out of proportion 
to that of London and other cities. Some- 
thing, therefore, ought to be done to im- 
prove the ventilation of our tenement- 
houses. In regard to the best means of secur- 
ing an abundant supply of pure air, there is 
much dispute among physiologists. The up- 
ward and downward systems each have 
their advocates. We believe, however, tha 
the majority consider the latter plan to be 
the best. By its adoption, that impercep- 
hible motion of the air, without which a chill 
will be felt, is secured; and it is otherwisé 
more practicable and easily controlled, pro- 
viding for a constant current of changing 
_atmosphete, . and preventing in Winter the 
“loss of: leas heat than is possible by the op- 


posite system. At any rate, some means. of } 


ventilating all our tenement-houses should 
be enforced by the. authorities. The ex- 


pense would be slight, and the advantages:
